Hatchet of November 6, 1907, con- 
tainii^ the interesting article by 
Mr. C. W. Tenney, a student in 
the ColleOT of the Political Sci- 
ences of this University, entitled 
“Shall Liquor Be Served at Our' 
Class and Other Social Fqnc- 
tions?” was mailed to Mr. Eldward 
W. Lansing, a teacher of a large 
Sabbath School cla.ss of yhung 
men, which the writer formerlv 
attended in St. Ijouis. Mr. Lans- 
ing is a man of large experience 
on both sides of the liquor ques- 
tion, and extracts from a letter 
received from him may prove of 
interest : 

“In the last number I read with 
much interest and appreciation 
Mr. C. W. Tenney’s able article on 
the serving of liquors at class 
functions. It recalled onr corre- 
spondence on the subject some 
time ago. The trend of the times 
is toward temperance. The j)C()- 
ple generally are becoming arou.s- 
ed about the matter, and prohibi- 
tion has whiskey on the run. The 
great railroad systems, the manu- 
facturing and commercial interests 
generally are putting the ban on 
drinking employes.
